sylvania state laws regulating purely 
stata matters are supreme. Otherwise 
one of the great fundamentals under

mind a Democratic administration 
that the position of Pennsylvania on 
this question, is historically correct 
as well as legally sound.

His father 
was a gray wolf.. So Pol is half, wolf 
and half dog—a common enough thing 
ont West. 


PnL grew up with the sheep his 


mother looked after, and learned all 
the tricks of. rounding them up and 
bringing them in. But he learned « 
whole lot more than the average sheep 
dog knows. He learned that every 
other animal as well as sheep can 
be directed and guided and taken core 
of if you know how to do It.' So when 
Pal's owner wants any certain animal 
on thD farm brought In, he simply 
tells the dog what he wants and Pal 
attends to it 
He can tell the dog to 


go to the pasture a mile away and 
bring in a certain mule and he goes 
and brings it In. He can direct him 
to bring In a certain cow or calf or

OBSERVING EARTH'S SHADOW 


Possibly Mot Al! Are Aware of Condi- 


tions Under Which !t to 


Plainly Visible. 


Everybody is familiar with the 


shadow of the earth as it appears when 
the moon Is eclipsed, but not mnnv 
know that they can see the shadow at 
less rare intervals much nearer home. 
All that Js necessary Is a clear stcy 
at sunrise or sucset, for then the 
shadow falls upon the dust of our at- 
mosphere in a most noticeable and 
striking manner. 


If you look eastward as the sun 


sinks behind the western horizon, a 
broad band of red seems to appear op- 
posite the sun. It merges into a yellow 
glow above, and that In turn blends 
into the blue of the zenith 
A-- the red 


baud rises, the under side Qt It fades 
into a dull slate gray, the umbra of 
tbe shadow. -The observation obtained 
from o position that jjlves a clear 
sweep of the horizon discloses the 
form of the shadow band as an arch, 
the crest of which is directly opposite 
tlip sun. Tbe more depressed the sun 
is fveneath the horizon, the higher the 
nrcb towers toward the zenith. As it 
rises It becomes less perceptible, until 
tlie red band that borderb it on top 
spreads overhead in a rather weak 
glow.

Largest Earth Embankment 


The Belle Fourche irrigation dam in 


South Dakota is the largest earth em- 
bankment in the world. Its construc- 
tion was authorized by congress at a 
cost of 55,000,000. From an engineer- 
ing standpoint this project is one of 
the most interesting which the govern- 
ment has yet undertaken. Its princi- 
pal structure is the earthen dam. This 
dike, which close's the lowest depres- 
sion in the rim of a natural basin, is 
G 200 feet long, 20 feet wide on top and 
15 feet high ia the highest place.
